Mr. W'ible said the list now con­ 
tains tho nam es of about 200 de­ 
pendents. 
Checks were mailed to 
these persons on Saturday, the relief 
officer said. 
In addition, checks 
were sent to families for the pur­ 
chase of shoes, stockings and cloth­ 
ing for about 77 children. 
“By reason of the enactm ent of 
the second Talbot fund bill, there 
had to be a readjustment of the 
names on the first Talbot fund relief 
in Adams county,” Mr Wible said. 
Names Stricken 
"This adjustm ent has now been 
m ade and many names have been 
stricken from the list after careful 
mvestigation 
by welfare 
workers. 
Many of those stricken from the 
list have secured employment or 
have been offered work " 
Mr. Wible said the first Talbot re­ 
lief funds are now being used solely 
for the care of tile aged and indigent 
and children unable to work. 
Persons who do not receive food, 
fuel and shelter orders sent out by 
Mr. Wible on Saturday will know 
th at their names have been taken 
from the list alter investigation.

W ithin a little while the authori­ 
ties had raided the W orkers club 
and arrested forty-five members of 
the Schutzbund (Socialist Defense 
corps!. Seventy rifles and a num ­ 
ber of pistols were confiscated in the 
raid. 
Another IOO persons were a r­ 
rested in th e milling crowd outside 
before order was restored. 
The police report was th a t the 
Nazis were making a propaganda 
m arch through the working-class 
district, and th a t as the paraders 
passed the W orkers club, a volley 
of shots carne from a window, one 
bullet killing a policeman who was 
accompanying the paraders to fore­ 
stall trouble.

Frost Hinders, Rather Than 
Aids, C oloration 
Of I,eaves. 


‘‘Jack frost can white-wash the 
autum n woods, but he cannot paint 
them .” said John W. Keller, deputy 
secretary of the Pennsylvania de­ 
partm ent 
of 
forests 
and 
waters. 
"The ripening of the leaves is the 
cause of the change in color of the 
forest foliage and not the action of 
frost. 
"Frost may hasten the processes 
of turning leaves brown. 
A heavy 
freezing in late Septem ber or early 
October, as occurred in some of the 
north tier counties this fall, robs 
rather than aids the leaves of their 
chances 
for 
brilliant 
coloration.” 
said Keller. 
Frost causes the leaves to drop as 
if scalded and they tu rn uniformly 
brown. A long dry autum n of warm 
days and nights w ith not too heavy 
frosts brings the finest succession 
of colors. 
T he green of the leaves 
gradually 
w ithdraw s 
toward 
the 
central stem and the last traces 
may be seen along the sides of the 
veins. 
Chemicals Cause Color 
Chemical changes in the mineral 
substances w ithin the minute leaf 
cells produce the wonderful shades 
of red and yellow. 
Iron is one of 
these m aterials, carried up through 
the tree in the soil w ater and left 
in the leaves, th a t cause the brilliant 
scarlet when the mask of green re­ 
cedes. It is the gradual withdrawal

yellow* throughout are the lindens, 
tulip tree, beeches, willows, hick­ 
ories, w*alnuts, Norway maples and 
white birches. The deepest red may 
be found on the black and red oaks.
